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Council Adds to Rental Aid: 
Approves CARES Program

After a broad-ranging dis- 
cussion at its March 14 me 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
unanimously approved allocating 
another $200,000 of its Ame 
can Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) 
funds for rental assistance and 
approved the concept of the plan 
put forward by Greenbelt CARES 
to help residents move past the 
need for such assistance. Council 
also made several appointments 
to city advisory boards and dis- 
cussed the reopening of city 
buildings. 
Rental Assistance 

Acting City Manager Timothy 

George reported that staff has 














noticed that the nature of the 
requests for aid had changed and 
that most are now from people 
requesting help on a monthly 
basis, which was not the original 
purpose of the program. Staif is 
now proposing a program to help 
residents move beyond the need 
for assistance. 

CARES Director Elizabeth 
Park reported that, including the 
earlier ARPA funding, the city 
has spent $1.5 million on rental 
utility/food assistance. Thirty per- 
cent of those seeking assistance 
were unemployed and another

Children occasionally 
are hit and sometimes killed by 
drivers that are not paying at- 
tention or carelessly disregarding 
the flashing red lights when the 
students are attempting to get on 
their bus. Prince George’s County 
has installed outside cameras 
on every bus in addition to the 
ones that are already in place on 
the inside in an effort to “catch” 
these careless drivers. We bus

Damen’s works are lavish- 
ly painted, from the cheek of 
a human figure to the flesh of 
a strawberry dropped on the 
kitchen floor. Her canvases are 
full of light, life and color, not- 
withstanding their darker allu- 
sions.

The pieces which we are 
lucky enough to see include Equi

self-portrait head and the heavily 
encrusted bust entitled Barnacle 
Baby. Her piece Open Heart com- 
bines a seated figure with an

10 percent had family members 
who were unemployed. The ma 
reason that aid requests were de- 
nied was that those seeking help 
had income over the program 
limits, In some of these cas 
the Greenbelt Interfaith Lead 
ship Alliance (GILA) was able 
to provide assistance. The money 
allocated for rental assistance has 
now been exhausted. 

The city has not received as 
many requests for mortgage or 
homeowner’s association/condo 
fee assistance as expected. Park 
proposed shifting most of the 
$200,000 remaining in that ac- 
count to rental a: ce, for 
which Park says they now have 
applications for $100,000. 

Several councilmembers had 
concerns about this proposal. 
Mayor Emmett Jordan and Coun- 
cilmember Silke Pope suspected 
that court delays and residents’ 
lack of awareness about the pro- 
gram haye delayed the request 
while Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts felt more money w 
needed. (He proposed allocating 
$1 million for this purpose but 
his motion was not seconded.) 

The rental assistance program 
is but one piece of the ARPA 
spending pie. George reported 
that between staff and the online 
survey, he has received roughly 
$60 million in requests for the 
city’s $22.88 million ARPA grant. 
The city is currently gathering 
residents’ ideas on needs and 
priorities, In addition, he said that 
Treasurer Bertha Gaymon, using 
a federal formula, has calculated 
that the city lost $3.4 million in 
revenue due to the pandemic, 
which ARPA funds can be used 
to replace. While city real estate 
values have held steady or even 
increased, the hotel/motel taxes 
dropped $800,000 per year. There 
was also significant revenue lost 
from recreation program fees. 
George expected to get back to 
in mid-May with the 
Its of the community engage- 
ment. 

In the end, council agreed to 
leave the mortgage assistance 
funding in place and allocated 
another $200,000 in ARPA funds 
for rental assistance. 

Councilmembers Rodney Rob- 
erts and Colin Byrd both indi- 
cated a desire to allocate more 
money to rental assistance and 
the issue may be revisited at the 
next council meeting 

CARES Plan 

Park and her staff have de- 
veloped a multi-phase plan for 
workforce development and 
helping residents find jobs. She 
reported that the city recently 
received its previously approved 
Community Development Block 
Grant for financial literacy train- 
ing. In addition, they are 
ready offering training on 


































































preparation and job search skills 
for residents 18 to 24 years old. 
They plan to look at how best 
to expand this training for those 
over age 24 

In the first phase of their plan, 
CARES would work to connect 
residents with local employment 
opportunities including posting 
local and city job openings on 
the city’s web:

with individual residents to 
s needs and identify avail- 
able resources to assist with those 
needs. CARES will also offer 
career readiness classes, 

In the intermediate term, the 
plan expands to work with local 
businesses to identify workforce 
needs, coordinate workshops 
and training and discuss specific 
workforce challenges and possible 
solutions/resources. In addition, 
CARES would pilot a youth work 
readiness program for residents, 
also 18 to 24 years old. 

In the longer term, CARES 
would offer programming to help 
connect residents with county 
and state workforce develop- 
ment organizations. The goal is 
to promote job training programs 
and establish a grant-funded pro- 
gram for businesses to customize 
training programs to attract new 
employees and increase the skills 
of their existing workforce, and 
to encourage businesses to hire 
locally. 

Couneil approved the concept 
of the CARES plan, but directed 
Park to flesh out the plan with 
projected needs and costs for 
council review

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Murray’s Photo Perspective 
Up on GAC’s Online Gallery

Just about ready to break out 
of Covid isolation and begin 
exploring new terrain? If so, 
you might want to scroll through 
Malia Murray's photography 
exhibit Perspective for inspiration, 
currently on view at the 
Greenbelt Arts Center’s online 
gallery (GAC, greenbeltartscenter. 
org/gac-digital-gallery-malia- 
murray). Twenty-eight of her 
lyrical images are on disp! 
capturing familiar local 
and the American West, as well 
as the farther shores of western 
Africa, Peru and Cambodia, Her 
subjects range from landscapes, 
seascapes and nightscapes to 
close-up views of sculpture and 
architecture 

Murray's interest in 
photography began with a point- 
and-shoot camera in high school 
“We all have to start some- 
where,” she says, After experi- 
menting with a lightweight digital 
camera, she embraced the sturdier 
Nikon DSLR cameras in 2005 
and “never looked back even de- 
spite the size of dragging around 
a DSLR; if this is suffering for 
my art ~ it’s worth it 

On the GAC website, Mur- 
ray defines perspective in two 
ways: “The angle or direction 
in which a person looks at an 
object” and “point of view.” Two 
Annapolis scenes elegantly dem- 
onstrate these distinctions. An- 
napolis Storm shows a sweeping 
waterscape as seen from a bridge 
crossing College Creek. From 
that vantage point, we see a dis- 
tant, but quickly approaching, 
storm front, The horizontal ori- 
entation of the image emphasizes 
the angled perspective of the 
boat-filled docks lining both sides 
of the creek. These lead to the 
point where storm clouds, filled 
with rain, meet the horizon line. 
Looming blue, gray and white 
storm clouds are punctuated by 
the slender white masts of the 
sailboats quietly moored on the 
water, embodying the nervous 
tension of the impending, storm. 
In What She’s Seen, Murray fo- 
cuses her camera on a detail of a 
carved stone grave marker in St 
Anne’s Cemetery. This close-up 
point of view zooms in on the 
nose and mouth of a figure 
whose surface is covered with 
green, orange and yellow blooms 
of lichen. The slightly angled tilt 
of the head, its downward gaze 
and age-eroded stone surface 
suggest a quiet intimacy quite 
different from nature’s impending 
disturbance at College Creek. 

Two landscape views ~ one 
from west Africa, one from Ari- 
zona ~ illustrate Murray’s dis- 
cerning eye for color and light 
African Cruise gives us a glimpse 
of a trip up the Niger River in 
west Africa where she was a 
volunteer photographer with the 
International Environmental Data 
Rescue Organization (iedro.org). 
One sees an interior view of a 
small boat whose sharply-angled 
prow is pointed toward the ho- 
rizon, No passengers are visible, 
but three pairs of flip-flops neatly 
arranged on the damp bottom of 
the boat and a pushpole resting at 
an angle above them suggest its 
occupants. The narrowness of the 
boat is reinforced by the photo's 
vertical format, At the same time, 
the calm surface of the wide river 
bisected by the acute triangle

of the prow and the hazy gray 
rectangle of sky implies sultry 
calm, Bright bits of sky-blue and 
aqua paint on the otherwise bare 
wood of the boat contrast with 
the ochre and gray of the water 
and sky, adding a bit of unex- 
pected sparkle to an otherwise 
monochromatic palette, 

Speaking of her technique, 
Murray says, “Photography and 
video both are based on using 
light. No light, no picture. 1 
honed my understanding of color 
correction for video through pho- 
tography editing. Composition i 
roughly the same but you break 
the rules for different reasons, In 
the end they're both about story- 
telling.” 

Greenbelt native Murray has 
become familiar locally as a 
videographer for the more than 
20 years she spent as executive 
director of Greenbelt Access Tele- 
vision (GATe). There she worked 
with a variety of community 
organizations to produce videos, 
helped to launch the Utopia Film 
Festival and trained local high 
school students in television pro- 
duction, She is also the owner of 
Murray Communications, where 
she produces independent videos.

So, how did her early interest 
in photography expand to include 
video? “I was looking to get into 
journalism, and I took an intern- 
ship with Beverly Palau and the 
city cable channel. I probably 
wouldn't be doing video if it 
weren't for her,” she says. Mur- 
ray advises those starting their 
careers to find a good mentor in 
the field they want to be in, And 
my best advice to our readers: 
visit Murray’s GAC exhibit and 
be transported to new vistas, Bon
